The signs were all too apparent. 
On Monday the workers heeded pu- 
lice warnings and cancelled a plan to 
seize Ben-Gurion Airport's run- 
ways. Yesterday, however, hun- 
dreds of workers broke through a 
locked cate to the airport near Or 
Yehuda and marched onto the tar- 
mac. An air traffic controller spot- 
ted them. alerted police and divert- 
ed take-offs and landings to another 
tunway. Police rushed to the scene 
and persuaded the men τὸ leave. 

At another location, near LAI's 
ramp, thousands of workers pushed 
Borcer Policemen aside and ven- 
tured onto the airport’s runways. 
Police reinforcements chased them. 
and a water cannon was used on 
several occasions ta furce the de- 
monstratarws back into [Ai 
grounds. 

Later, in Tel Aviv. hundreds of 
workers broke through Defence 
Ministry and several IDF gates out- 
side Minister Rabin's office.

The demonstrators carried a mod- 
el of the Lavi in a symbolic funeral 
Procession, then milled about until 
civilian and Military Police evicted 
them.

WELKOM, South Africa. - Up to 
50 South African miners were feared 
dead yesterday after a lift plunged 

a gold mine shaft, a mine 
spokesman said. 

Nine bodies have been recovered

The tragedy prompted a bitter 
attack on Gencor and other South 
African mines by the National Un- 
ion of Mineworkers (NUM), the 
country’s biggest trade union, which 
led a nationwide miners’ strike that 
ended less than 24 hours before the 
St. Helena explosion. 

NUM spokesman Marcel Golding 
Noted that the country’s worst gol 
mine disaster in which 177 miners 
died last September was at a Gencor 
mune. 

“It is becoming patently clear that 
Gencor's safety’ practices are atro- 
cious,” he said.

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Address by the Prime Minister, Mr, 
Yitzhak Shamir, to the Seventh In- 
ternational Congress of Jewish 
Lawyers and Jurists on Tuesday 1 
September 1987 at the Laromme 
Hotel, Jerusalem. 

Tn congratulating the U.S. on the 
bicentennial of the Constitution, we 
expressed our admiration for a docu- 
ment that has become a piflar of 
democracy. freedom and justice, 
setling an example to many other 
nations that share the same values 
and hopes. We. as a young democra- 
cy, regard the U.S. Constitution as 
an important achievement in the 
history of nations. In time, the ori- 
ginal Constitution, subject to 
amendment, evolved into the Bill of 
Rights. 

When our state was established 40 
years ago. the original thinking did. 
indeed, involve a written constitu- 
tion, Nevertheless, because of diffi- 
culties in a number of areas, no such 
constitution was adopted. Instead. a 
procedure of an “evolving constitu- 
tion” was introduced — namely the 
enuctment uf basic laws ta be finally 
incorporated in 2 full-fledged con- 
stitution. 

Meanwhile. our Supreme Court 
has been the guardian of human and 
civil rights, und it has done so with 
integrity and with great devotion, to 
which we ull, us ἃ state. as a govern- 
ment and a society, pay tribute. 

Over the years, the Knesset has 
produced an immense work of leg- 
islation which has developed a legal 
system, built on foundations of that 
unique mixtuse between Ottoman 
law. British law. religious law in the 
area of personal status, and a mod- 
ern δοῦν of law covering most 
aspects of life in this country. 

Deriving from modern and com- 
mon law systems in the U.S. and 


England and other countries and, 
Jast but not least, from the rich wells 
of Jewish law, our new legislation isa 
source of pride to all of us. 

The uniqueness of the State of 
Israel and of the entire Jewish peo- 
ple is reflected in our present diffi- 
culties regarding the question of con- 
verts and Shabbat obervance. 

My hope as prime minister is to 
find a basis of cooperation between 
ali elements in Israe! -- the Orthodox 
and the non-Orthodox, between 
those who strictly observe the Shab- 
bat and those who observe our day of 
rest in their own way. 

A profound misunderstanding has 
emerged in respect to the conversion 
problem. Therefore, let me state 
clearly that nobody has ever ques- 
tioned the validity of any Jew -- be he 
Orthodox. Conservative or Reform. 
There is simply no basis for the 
allegation that there are attempts to 
delegitimnize any section of our peo- 


ple as a group or as individuals. Jews _ 


who are members of the Conserva~ 
tive movement or the Reform move- 
ment and their children are warmly 
welcome in this country. 

Questions have been raised -- and 
they are not uncharacteristic of Jew- 
ish history -- on the validity of some 
conversions. In my view. there bas 
been considerable exaggeration on 
this point, and many of us would. for 
the time being. prefer not to have 
this subject raised at all. 

Nevertheless, it is a fact that the 
Law of Retum has, for 17 vears. 
included a definition which im the 
view of part of our society needs 
clarification. This is the source of the 
legislative efforts by some parties in 
the Knesset. 

it is my sincere desire to achieve 
on this question, as in so many other 
nationat questions, a consensus that 


will encompass Jews in our country 
and Jews living abroad. I can only 
hope that this will be possible. 

That is why we established in 
January of this year a special min- 
isterial comunittee. which is chaired 
by me and includes the vice premier, 
the minister of religious affairs and 
ministers representing the other par- 
ties in the coalition. The mandate of 
the commission is to examine the 
question of the conversion abroad of 
persons who come here on aliya. 

The commission was charged with 
the task of communicating with 
knowledgeable persons, in both 
Israe] and in world Jewry. The com- 
missions’s conclusions and recom- 
mendations are to be by consensus. 

As an interim report I can say that

until now the committee and, in 
particular, 2 special sub-committee 
have met a great number of times 
and have conferred with scores of 
experts from many aspects of Jewish 
life. These meetings amounted, 
practically, to what Americans know 
as committee hearings. 

In addition, we have held informal 
discussions with many personalities 
here and abroad. On my last visit to 
the U.S. I held a meeting with lead- 
ers of the Orthodox, Conservative 
and Reform communities. The min- 
isterial committee consulted leaders 
of various organizations, academic 
personalities, legal experts from the 
U.S.. Europe and Israel. [n the last 
month or two, I received the leaders 
of the major Jewish organizations 
who came specially to present views 
and sentiments of their communi- 
ties, 


The commmittee has before it 
some ions that are legislative 
jn nature. We bave proposals cither 
for the amendment of the Law of 
Return, or the Law asc epincen . 
We have proposals to amen ἽΝ 
relating to the power of the Chief 
Rabbinate. There are proposals to 

the status quo which, in 
itself, is somewhat vague, and we 
also have proposals for administra- 
tive procedures. ᾿ τς 

From the material studied by the 
committee, it seems that the differ- 
ences between the extremes are 
rather big and even the more moder- 
ate views do not, as yet, offer the 
possibility of a solution that would 
satisfy all sides. Jewish history bas 
shown that, in matters of religion, 
very few people would change their 
entrenched ideas. . ᾿ 

Therefore, we are now looking 
into the possibility of creating some 
agreed consulting mechanism that 
would be widely recognized and sup- 
ported. We realize, of course, that 
this will not, of itself, prevent some 
parties or individuals in the Knesset 
from continuing their legislative 
efforts to secure a Knesset majority 
for their viewpoints. 

However, we shall go on with our 
work together with all individuals 
and Jewish organizations who are 
interested in finding an agreed 
approach and solution. I realize this 
may not be easy, but we will not give 
up hope. 

I firmly believe that, despite the 
things that divide our people, there 
is much more that unites us and that, 
if we preserve and show tolerance 
for each other's viewpoints, we will 
find an appropriate answer. We are 
conscious of the fact that our preseat 
efforts, no matter how difficult and 
painful, will Jay the foundation for a

and a more tolerant Jewish nation 
for generations to come. ; 

.1 have leant with satisfacti ior 
that your organization is actively 
involved in the struggle against the 
anti-Zionist forces or, shall Isay, the 
new form of anti-Semitism which is 
expressed through the grotesque 
U.N. resolution equating Zionism 
with racism.

ASSASSINATIONS and attempted 
marders in South Lebanon spell 
fresh turmoil among Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat's supporters. 

* Political observers say ambition, 
suspicion of outsiders and quarrels 
over cash contribute to feuding in 
and around Sidon, the port city de- 
scribed by one guemnilla official as 
the Palestinian diaspora's “main 
axis.” .᾿ 

Palestinian observers dismiss the 
assessment of western diplomats 
that the killings could in part be the 
result of stagnation in the search for 
Middle East peace. 

They also reject a suggestion by 
Israeli sources that internal unrest 
might push Arafat into “terrorist” 
attacks, 

Last week gunmen ambushed a 
senior Arafat loyalist, Abu Ali Sha- 
hin, 50, near the southern refugee 
camp of Ein-Hilwe. The political 
officer escaped with an arm injury. 

The previous week, Rasem al- 
Ghoul was murdered in South Leba- 


non. 

Ghoul, of Beduin stock, had come 
to Lebanon to replace Hassan al- 
Haiba, local commander of the elite 
“Force 17” guerrilia unit. Haiba was 
murdered last February. 

Palestinian sources in South Leba- 
non say that at one level, the killings 
are a form of parish-pump politics, 
with new boys eager for status in the 
hierarchy of Arafat's Fatah move- 
ment. 

“There is a constant conflict with- 
in Fatah, mainly caused by officials 
seeking higher rank," said one 
source. ““Arafat’s success .in Sidon is 
based to some extent on the money 
he spends there. The assassinations 
are algo related to rank and financial 
disputes.” 

Despite Arafat's largesse, resi- 

dents of Ein-Hitwe camp — a sprewl- 
ing settlement of about 80,000 re- 
fugees — do not take easily to new- 
comers, particularly those in author- 
ity. 
One such man was Ghoul, Palesti- 
nian sources said. His position in 
Force 17 gave him cash benefits 
others resented. 

Political sources said Ghoul was at 
loggerheads with another Palesti- 
nian, Major Jamal Suleiman, the 

leader of a 500-s unit 
entrenched on.two ridges, fac 
hilltop Christian settiemept 
aged last year in bitter hand- 
to-hand battles between Palestinians 
and their Shiite Mosiem foes of the 
Amal movement.

More to 
the point, is he in control of Force 17 
operations beyond the occupied ter- 
fitories?” one Western diplomat 
asked. 

Palestinians interviewed by Reu- 
ters in Beirat and the south denied 
any major schism in the organiza- 
tion, or that elements were now 
“free-lancing” abroad beyond Ara- 
fat’s brief. But an official from one 
Damascus-based Palestinian orga- 
nization did say that some Force 17 
members had expfoited their author- 
ity for their personal gain. 

Palestinian sources say Arafat 
sent a letter to his Sidon subordin- 
ates dated August 19, ordering 
Suleiman to be relieved of bis com- 
mand and referring him to a military 
court for alleged involvement in 
several killings. 

Among those named in the letter 
was Samir Haidari, a Fatah official 
kilied in Lebanon in January last 


year. 

Sources in Sidon say Haidari was 
responsible for smuggling Palesti- 
nian reinforcements into Lebanon 
during the “camps war” through the 
Christian-held port of Jounieh. 

Suleiman was working normally, 
while the top Fatah official in Leba- 
non, Zeid Webbe, was still in place 
despite his recall to Tunis on August 
22 for consultations.

A PLO OFFICIAL in Beirut told 
Reuters that what was happening in 
the Palestinian melting-pot of South 
Lebanon was a conflict among young 
and relatively junior leaders. 

“When the commaad was in Leba- 
non, it was to resolve any con- 
flict. But now the head {Arafat] is 
there in Tunis,” he said. “Groups on 
the ground are more varied now.” 

One such group is led by Abu 
Nidal (Sabri Al-Banna). one of the 
world's most wanted guerrillas. 

Diplomats say Abu Nidal’s under- 
ground guerrilla network has been 
extended to a political wing in Leba- 
non and a militia operating in Rashi- 
diyeh refugee camp near Tyre. 

The sources indicated that Abu 
Nidal and Arafat have buried the 
hatchet. Abu Nidal was expelled 
from Fatah in 1974, when he was 
convicted of plotting to kill the PLO 
leader. 


“For his part, Abu Nidal has drop- 
ped a decision to execute Arafat.” 
one source said. “He realizes that 
the true support for his group is the 
masses, not simply Iraq and Syria.” 

Palestinian sources said some 
PLO leaders were unhappy about 
Arafat meeting Egypt's President 
Hosni Mubarak in Addis Ababa last 
July -- their first encounter since 
Egypt closed PLO offices three 
months earlier. 

“There was some criticism inside 
Fatab,” said one source. “But it did 
not spark anything like open con- 
flict." (Reuter)

TEL AVIV. — Commercial proper- 
ty prices are steadily climbing de- 
Spite a concerted effort by Israeli 
banks to sell off branches and excess 
Office space. real estate agents say. 

The major banks are responding 
to the prodding of regulators from 
the Bank of Isruel und to the reali- 
ties of the marketplace. 

Last year. the central bank set up 
a three-year programme designed to 
create a leaner banking system by 
cutting the commercial banks” pay- 
rolls. To that end. the programme 
calls for the eventual closing of 
rougdly 00 bank branches, not 
counting automatic tellers. and ac- 
companying layoffs. 

But with demand for commercial 
property picking up. some banks ap- 
pear genuinely eager τὸ unload un- 
productive properties. Bank Leumi. 


forexample, has grossed $10 million 
on the sale of 10 properties over the 
last three months. A bank spokes- 
man said the 10 properties sold, and 
the 70 others Leumi still has on the 
block, represent branches, parts of 
‘branches and unopened branches in 
locations scattered around the 
country. 

Some of the branches, he ex- 
plained, were bought in the go-go 
days of hyper-inflation, when prop- 
erty was used as a hedge. 

All told, Leumi's properties are 
worth “tens of millions of shekels,” 
he said. providing a rich source of 
working capital. 

But if Leumi is looking to cash out 
of its real estate. Bank Hapoalim is 
following a mixed strategy of selling 
and leasing vacant property. In the 
past eight months, Hapoalim‘s 
spokesman said, the bank has sold 
13 properties for a total of NIS 3.5 


million. But where demand is slack. 
Hapoalim is content t lease the 
property. This year, the spokesman 
said, the bank will see rental reve- 
nues of about NIS Im. 

For the most part. Hapoalim is 
making an effort to divest itself of 
marginally profitable properties, 
- typically on the fringes of towns, the 
‘spokesman said. 

Who is buying the branches? Mi- 
chael Zvinen, managing director of 
United Mizrahi Bank, said the pur- 
chasers of the approximately $1m. 
of property his bank has sold this 
year show no distinguishing features 
except a desire for real estate and a 
means to pay. “You can’t character- 
ize them,” he said. 


Zvineri minimized the role of the 
Bank of Israe] programme in induc- 
ing the banks to streamline. putting 
the emphasis instead on “internal 


demands” and the opportunity to 
get a higher return from working 
capital rather than relatively static 
real estate. In δὴν case, he said, 
Mizrahi was examining the sale of 
real estate well before the Bank of 
Israel came up with its programme. 

Although the Bank Hapoalim 
spokesman said the sell-off is having 
a “major impact” on the real estate 
market, that view- is not widely 
shared by real estate agents. 

Benny Perry, ower and manager 
of Ninveh Real Estate in Ramat 
Aviv, said the peripheral locations 
of many of the bank properties sold 
have blunted whatever effect the di- 
vestiture might have had on demand 
for commercial property. 

Eli Elis, assistant manager of Isra- 
Mag Real Estate Agency, said de- 
mand has been building for com- 
mercial property over the past 12 
months.

“There is a great demand for 
those things,” he said “At the begin- 
ning of this year there was an up- 
swing. And the price has gone up. It 
goes on and on,” . 

In Tel Aviv's Dizengoff Centre, 
for example, commercial property 
fetches $2,000-§3,000 per square 
metre, he said. In North Tel Aviv, 
he cited one ground floor three-

In judging the banks’ impact, said 
Daniel Kane of the Daniel Rect Es- 
tate Agency, it's a matter of 
proportion. 

“You're talking about a multi-bil- 
lion-a-year industry,” he said. “So 
the banks are like grains of sand in 
the ocean, If you talk about several 
million dollars, its really 
insignificant.”

“It’s fike having your cake and 
eating it.”

The initial investment of $4.5m. 
was put up by five American venture 
capitalists, only one of whom is Jew- 
ish. “They carefully studied our ex- 
perience, abilities and plans.” Gura 
stresses. 

Today, Gura is chief executive 
officer of Adacom and its largest 
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singie shareholder, but he does not 
have a controlling share, It remaias 2 
privately held company, plouebing 
back the profits that the firm started 
to produce for the first time in the 
few months, into the enterprise- 
fe expects that by next year Ad@- 
com will be returning a 12 per cent 
net profit on income: then it may be 
time to go public. Then the investors 
stand to make the substantial profits 
venture capital aims for, as their 
shares are traded on exchanges. 

Gura confirms rumours that Ada- 
com intends to merge. with Avatar 
Corp., which develops and maufac- 
tures complementary products in its 
suburban Boston location. Avatar is 
about half Adacom's size “and we 
hope together to create the critical 
mass We need (0 compete on the 
market.” Their target is $35m. in 
sales next year. 

Gura holds that armed with the 
experience he had gleaned running 
Fribonics “‘we put up Adacom in the 
fastest time yet in Israel. We also 
believe that we are pow doing things 
more correctly, but we do not com- 
pete against Fibronics.”” 

Despite the crisis in [srael’s higb- 
tech industries, "I believe our mes- 
sage is that there is still room for 
relatively small companies that can 
get American investments.” 


With his eyes closely focused on 
the bottom line, how did Gura come 
to set up shop in Yokneam? The 
storm clouds were already gathering 
over Soltam and the development 
township needed aarp em- 
ployment, he says, so the govern- 
ment persuaded tin to locste there. 
“J wouldn't go there again.” he says 
now. 

We pained nothing, as we were 
not granted developmezt Znaze A

where else. On the other hand we 
got disadvantages. such as having to

As to Israel's advantage in high 
tech, “there is only the relatively 
high skill-low cost research and de- 
velopment personnel, everything 
else tends to be a disadvantage, 
including the distance from markets.

Adacom is lose to Soltam geog- 
raphically but tight years away from 
it institutionally.

Tun as an advertisement in several newspapers yesterday by the 
entire LAI worker leadership that their constituents had 
embarked the day before on “a series of organizational 
activities" designed to ensure that the government scrap its 
decision to scrap the Lavi. The announcement was addressed 
“To the Citizens of the State of Israel.” 

Since they are themselves citizens of this democratic land, 
workers at the [AI are as much entitled as anyone to pronounce 
themselves on this important issue in whatever legal manner 
they wish. They are certainly within their rights to demand that 
they not simply be cast out of their jobs without consideration 
for their future although this does not appear to be the 
problem. But when they put the gun to the government's 
temple by in effect threatening to close Israel down — unless 
their concept of the right national policy is endorsed, after it 
was formally rejected — they forfeit any right to a respectful 
hearing. and take their place among criminals. 

It matters not 3 whit that they do so with a pious show of 

_ grave concern for not only their own occupational prospects but 
the common weal too. 

The case their ledders make for the Lavi in yesterday's ads is 
thus of hardly any consequence. If the case merits attention, 
that is only because of the brazen falsehoods and vile innuendos 
with which it is riddled. The purpose of the “activities” in which 
their constituents may be expected to engage. say the three 
signatories, is to prevent the immediate dismissal of some 5,000 
men — almost the entire Lavi workforce — and the future 
destruction of Israel's aeronautical industry. Not even the LAJ's 
director-general, Moshe Keret. who has done his best to incite 
the workers, has dared expregs himself in such terms. ‘ 

The fact is that no dismissal notices are on the way to any 
number of LAI-Lavj workers, and that not more than half the 
near 5,000 referred to are likely to lose their jobs in any case. A 
large number of Israeli workers have recently lost their jobs, 
even in defence-related research, development and produc- 
tion, because funds readily available to the Lavi project were 
withheld from their workplaces. 

Some LAI employees will no doubt have to look for suitable 
employment elsewhere. and some of these may have t 
difficulty finding it in their own country. But others should be 
able to move on to the Lavi-substitutes which the IDF so much 
favours over the jetfighter. The fact that Comrades Cohen, 
Shefi and Etzion, along with Israel's enemies, do not know 
what those substitutes are does not mean that “nobody” does.

involves choice. Instead of choice, it 
is always easiet to prevaricate, to 
print money (until inflation itself 
becomes too costly), and spread the 
available resources more thinly over 
the competing demands. Yet choice 
is precisely the function of govern- 
ment.

political leadership is necessary to 
create priorities. 

In the U.S., and some other coun- 
tries, academics and policy institutes 
(“think tanks") such as the Brook- 
ings Institute in Washington, have 
stimulated public awareness and de- 
bate on the issue of national priori- 
ties. In Israel, while some efforts 
have been made in this direction 
with regard to social services, the 
process is still very underdeveloped. 
By increasing public awareness of its 
importance, and generating diffe- 
rent sets of national priorities out- 
side the government, future Lavis 
be prevented.

“Is it probable that. the refugees 
would re-enter our borders in order’ 
to become loyal citizens of the state, 
giving their full allegiance to its gov- 
ernment and its laws and willing to” 
defend it against any threat? Would 
they now accept the national objec- 
tives of a country which is Jewish 
definition, and is dedicated to fulfill- 
ing the historic tasks of Zionism?... 
What is likely is that Israel, be- 
leaguered as it is by hostile neigh- 
bours, will also be fatally disrupted 
from within.” 

That conclusion applies just as 
strongly to the state of mind of the 
Arab population in the West Bank 
and Gaza. If they were forced into 
the state against their will, they 
would give rise to a formidable re- 
sistance movement and be a gigantic 
Fifth Column in wartime. 

Israel's security concerns in the 
territories are genuine. In future 
negotiations with Jordan, we should 
strive to obtain the maximum of 
security measures — demilitarization, 
border changes and bases. The worst 
of ail possible solutions would be to 
create a swollen and sullen Palesti- 
nian Arab population within the 
state.
